51, p. 1031 . from flome ingenious Mar chants of Englan 
being upon th place , and flnce come to the hands of the Pub- 
lijher , for the Repofltory of the R. Socety. 

S ince it cannot bur. confiderably conduce to the reniring a 
rational ;;c.o - ptol the Caufr of fuen Fiery E uptions,a$ 
are frequently made by divers Mountains, it the matters, by 
them cad up , be well examined, in regard that if they arc 
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found to be of an eafily influmable nature, they may quickly 
be kindled by fome falling ft ones, which breaking in 
pieces may ftiike fpn ks into and fo fit on fire fuch com- 
buftible matter, they light upon ; It was thought, it would 
not be amifs, by the favour of our friends in Sicily , to procure 
from the lately flaming Mount there, what Minerals they 
fh uli be able to get upon the place. And accordingly we re¬ 
ceived by a fhip lately arrived from Me sfin a ^ 

Firfl^ a good quantity of Jflies, taken up in divers parts of 
and about t/Etn.i *, f ome at the top or mouth of the new made 
Mountain; fome a mile off,fome four,fome ten miles,fome but 
balfe a mile diftant, and others on the skirts of the faid Mount* 
whereof the four fi ft were found to agree well enough w;th 
their diftances, but the two laft to differ much both from the 
former and from one another; thefo merq., forts having been 
found very dry like duft, but the two latter being ftill very 
moift, though in Sicily (as we are informed ) they have layn 
expofedagcod white to the hot Sun*, btfides that the two left 
differ from one another, in that one foitofthem confifts of 
hard and final 'unps, the other, of very fofc durty grains, 
yet both moift and of a vitriolate tafte. 

Secondly , Some of vhe Cinders , which the people of Sicily 
call Sc'urri , whereof fome are com fer, t ken up at f>me 
diftance from the Mouth; and of thefe fome back, with a ctuft 
of Brimftone , fomeef, red hews otheis finer, fti to be got 
out of the guttursof fire at the very Mouth. Both thefe kinds 
are light; but then there is a third fore of Scone, very folid 
and ponderous, which feems to be made up of a conflux of di¬ 
vers Minerals, melted together. 

Thirdly , A piece of Sal A monhck, and feveral pieces of 
Sandever, befides thofe moift Vitriolate A fires abovemen- 
t/oned. 

All which was accompanied with a Mafp of that part of the 
Country, where the Fire hath run; in which Mippthe annex¬ 
ed Scale of a Mile fhe vs, t^atthe F.rc fpr td about 3. miles in 
brer- th,and 17.mites in length ; the fame bekg now qu te ex- 
tin<ft,huc that only in the cU its or hollownes’s of the ro^ks of 
Sdarri fome fire (fillremains glowing. 
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
